HOOVER'S OIL POLICY 
ATTACKED IN COURTS 


Attorney for California: Client De- 
nies Government's Right to Can- 
cel or Restrict Permits, 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 4.—Lewis 
Washington attorney 
who has filed suit for Ethel - M. 
McLennan of McKittrick, Cal, 
against Secretary Wilbur attacking 
the enforcement of President Hoo- 
ver’s oil conservation program, to- 
day said he intended to file sev- 
eral other suits attacking different 
phases of the policy. 

The McLennan suit asks the 
court for a mandamus to compel 
Secretary Wilbur to grant her ap- 
plication to prospect for oil and 
gas on Government lands. It at- 
tacks directly the opinion of the 
legal staff of the Interior Depart- 
ment that the law gives the Secre- 
tary permission to grant such per- 
mits, but is mot mandatory. 

Hoffman said other suits to be 
filed would seek to restrain the 
Secretary from canceling permits 
already issued. 

Secretary Wilbur would make no 
comment. Members of the depart- 
ment’s legal staff said the suit 
would be fought.

His Party, Numerically 
Strongest, While Lacking 
Majority, Depends on Aid 
of Liberals.

LONDON, June 4.—Stanley 
Baldwin resigned as Prime Minis- 
ter of the British Government to- 
day, handing his resignation at 
noon to King George, who is ill 
at Windsor Castle, 

The resignation was accepted and 
the King immediately sent for 
Ramsay MacDonald, Labor leader, 
and former Premier, presumably to 
ask him to form a Cabinet. Mac- 
Donald will visit the King tomor- 
row. 

lt is understood that the reson 
MacDonald will not go to Wiodsuw 
until tomorrow is that it wes 
thought neither advisable sor 
necessary for the King to beur the 
strain of a second interview todcy, 

The events presaged a change in 
the British Government in accord- 
ance with parliamentary elections 
last Thursday in which the Labor 
party of MacDonald supplanted the 
Conservatives of Baldwin as n- 
merically the strongest party in the 
House of Commons. 

Baldwin left his office at No. 10 
Downing street just at 10 o” clock, ~ 
departing by a back door thus es- 
caping any public demonstration, 
He was driven to Windsor, arriving 
at St. George’s gate at 10:30 a. m, 

Met by King’s E-querry. 

The King’s equerry, Sir Oliver 
Wigram, met him and escorted him 
into the castle where he saw Lord 
St- nfordham, private secretary to 
the King. He was conducted to 
the King’s bedroom where he had 
the first discussion with the mon- 
arch since the defeat of his party © 
at the polls Thursday, 

Their conversation culminated in 
his handing his resignation as 
Prime Minister to King George in 
effect ending nearly five years of 
Conservative rule which began in 
October, 1924, when the Conserva- 
tives defeated the Laborites on @ 
vote of non-confidence, : 

MacDonald's first premiershi 
started a little more than five years 
ago when after a coalition agree- 
ment with David Lloyd George, 
leader of the Liberal party, he won 
a working majority in the House 
of Commons. Today as then the 
future of his government-to-be de- 
pended largely upon what the Lib- 
erals would do, for as sweeping a8 
was the Labor victory at Thurs- 
day's poll it fell just short of @ 


majority and the Liberals, now as 
then, hold the balance of power.

PATIENTS RESCUED 
IN HOSPITAL FIRE 
NEAR X-RAY FILMS 


Firemen and Civilians 
When Chicago Institution 
Burns—Loss $25,000. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, June 4,—The Chicago 
General Hospital was swept by fire 
today, and although 17 
patients, several doctors and nurses 
were in the building as the flames 
and smoke mounted to the fourth

floor, all escaped unhurt. 

Some were carried down ladders | 
by firemen. Passersby, seeing the | 
fire, ran into the smoke-filled 
rooms and carried others out. Am-! 
bulances took the patients to other | 


hospitals. 
The fire, which did $25,000 dam- 
age, started in the laundry and Was 


confined to one side of the build- 
ing, divided by a fire wall. 

Chief Fire Marshall Michael J. 
Corrigan was particularly interest- 
ed in the quantity of X-ray films 
stored in the hospital. With the 
recent Cleveland hospital fire in 
mind, Corrigan’s first thought was 
to keep the flames from these 
films. 

Charges Carelessness. 

Corrigan said he would start an 
immediate investigation into the 
apparently careless manner in 
which the X-ray films were left in 
a jumbled heap in a room close 
to the flames. 

“If the flames had reached the 
films, we would have had a dis- 
aster similar to that in Cleveland,” 
he said. 

Dr. Edward C. Meyer, house 
physician, said a man had come 
to the hospital Saturday to buy the 
old X-ray films, 

“The films were taken from the 
vaults in various parts of the hos- 
pital and placed in the room for 
the man’s return,” Dr. Meyer said. 

Many thousands of persons 
watched the fire and the rescue of 
the patienés, the hospital being lo- 
eated at 741 Diversey parkway, 
close to the busy Clark-Diversey- 
sroadway ‘tersection. 

12 Patients Carried Out, 

Twelve of the 17 patients had to 
be carried from the smoke-filled 
rooms. The others, in another sec- 
tion of the hospital! not touched by 
fire, were moved from their beds 
to the elevator doors, to be taken 
out in case of emergency. 

Mrs. Anna George, a patient on 
the second floor. said the room be- 
filling with smoke, and that 


rang the bel) near her bed. 
“It seemed ages before anyone 
came,” she caid. “Finally a fire- 
man made his way through the 
smoke and carried ne down a fire 
escape.” 

Other patients told of similar 
experiences. Mrs. Lucy Lamp- 
brocht, mother of a 10-day-old 
baby, was removed from the third 
floor. Once outside, she began 
screaming for her baby Firemen 
entered the hospital, fighting their 
through the smoke to the 
nursery, where they found the in- 
fant sound asleep, though the 
room was full of smoke and there 
was a clanging of fire equipment 
and the murmur of thousands of 
voices outside.

Ford Company Closes Deal 
for Building 100,000- 


Car Factory.

NEW YORK, June 4.—Regarded 
by Soviet ‘authorities as the most 
forward step in two years toward 
closer relations between their Gov- 
ernment and American business, 
Soviet contracts with more than 12 
American firms have been signed, 
fhe details involving millions were 
announced yesterday. 

Chief among the agreements is @ 
nine-year contract with the Ford 
Motor Co., calling for the pur- 
chase of about $30,000,000 worth 


of Ford cars and parts and the 


construction in the Soviet Uniosa 
of an automobile factory to pro- 
duce annually 100,000 Ford cars 
‘and trucks. 

The other contracts call for 
technical assistance, especially 
American engineering consultation 
of Soviet projects, 

Details of Contract. 


The Ford contract was signed 
last Friday at Dearborn, Mich. 

Announcing its details, Valery I. 
Meshlauk, vice chairman of the 
Supreme Economic Council of the 
Soviet Union, said that with the 
other agreements it constituted oae 
of the greatest Soviet advances 
with American business and the 
greatest advance in two years. 

The contract provides for tech- 
nical co-operation . between the 
Ford company and the Soviet 
automobile trust for five years 
after the completion of the fact- 
ory at Nizhni-Novgorod on the 
Volga River, which is expected to 
be put in operation within four 
years. Pending completion of the 
plant the demand for automobiles 
will be supplied chiefly by !mportsa, 
and more particularly through the 
purchase of about $30,000,000 
worth of the Ford product for 
the next four years. 

The Soviet Union now possesses 
only 200,000 cars, Meshlauk said, 
although he cited as an indication 
that the situation is improving ths 
fact that this year $150,000,000 hag 
been appropriated for road con- 
struction.

PARIS, June 4.—The last bar- § 
rier to a complete agreement by 
the experts committee on repara- 
tions was removed today and the § 
long outstanding problem ef Eu- 
rope’s post-war life may be con- 
sidered settied. 

Owen D. Young, chairman of 
tte Reparations Committee, an- 
nounced upon leaving a plenary 
session of the experts this evening 
that a full agreement had been 
reached by the reparations confer- 
ence. 

The Belgians this afternoon ace- 
cepted proposals presented by Dr. 
Hjalmar Schacht, chief German 
delegate, looking toward solution 
of the controversy over the re- 
demption of German marks left in 
Belgium after the war for which 
Belgium is demanding 37 annuities 
of 25,000,000 marks (about $6,- 
000,000). 

With the acceptance of the Bel- 
gians of the Gérman proposal, ap- 
‘proval of the éxperts’ report em- 
bodying the reparation annuities 
suggested by Young now becomes 
unanimous and the historic report 
which must still be submitted to 
the Governments concerned for rat~- 
ification, will be signed either on 
Friday or Saturday. 


Schacht’s Proposal. 

The Belgians accepted the pro- 
cedure proposed in a letter pre- 
sented by Dr. Schacht yesterday 
to Young. Im this letter he stated 
that the Government had appoint- 
ed Dr. Erwin Ritter, a ministerial 
director, as special representative 
to handle the mark question, and 
that he was prepared to open the 
discussion promptly. Schacht sug- 
gested immediate negotiations with 
Belgium whereby the two Govern- 
ments would agree to enter into 
negotiations ‘“‘on a new basis look- 
ing to definite settlement of the 
marks controversy.” 

While accepting the procedure, 
the Belgians made the express con- 
dition that no territorial consider- 
ation would enter into the conver-— 
sations. This disposed of reports 
that Belgium would return Eupen 
and Malmedy to Germany, districts 
obtained by the Treaty of Vere 
sailles.

For these two great nations to 
agree upon what Mr. Hoover calls actual disarma- 
ment means more to naval disarmament upon the 
part of all the sea-powers than any other happening 
possibly could. 

In our opinion, Mr. Hoover stands at the threshold 
of a new era. He can make his administration 
illustrious for that of which other Presidents could 
only dream. He is not altogether the creator of 
this opportunity. It is one that evolved progressively 
out of the great war up to his appearance in the 
White House. The United States in the new role of 
a creditor nation and the modern Hercules among the 
nations placed the key to the future in the hands of 
the first President who would accept it. Mr. Cool- 
idge saw this opportunity dimly. Even had he seen 
it more clearly than he did, there was ‘the Tory 
government of Great Britain in his way. At the 
moment of Mr. Hoover’s coming to the White House 
the Tory government of England is swept away. 
Possibly this is not so important as it may seem. 
Mr. Hoover has made disarmament a major cause of 
his administration. He has given it tremendous 
impetus by making a clear distinction between theo- 
retical and actual disarmament. He wants results. 

The truth is that the world is too poor for big 
navies. Mr. Stimson says our own program of auth- 
orized and contemplated ships of war would cost 
$1,170,800,000. He adds: 

When it is borne in mind that the foregoing 
figures involve the construction program of only 
one nation and that if it proceeds other nations 
will be impelled to follow suit, the burden of 
unproductive expenditure which will be imposed 
upon the economic world during the next 15 
years can be to a certain extent realized. 

In other words, not even the United States can 
afford it. How much less, then, can the war debt 
ridden world afford it? Is It any wonder that the 
people of the British Isles, struggling with unem- 
ployment, borne down with war taxes, and trying to 
sell their manufactured products to peoples also im- 
poverished by the war, have turned from the belli- 
cose Tories to Ramsay MacDonald? 

Or is it any wonder that Mr. Hoover, whose prac- 
tical mind could not patiently contemplate the wide 
spread make-believe and insincerity upon this sub- 
ject, declares that naval armaments must henceforth 
be viewed in the light of their defensive and not their 
aggressive uses?

That there was some question in the public mind 
as to whether Sinclair had been guilty of a criminal 
offense in declining, under advice of counsel, to 
answer the Senate’s questions, may be admitted. 
Indeed, Senator Norris of Nebraska remarked the 
irony of the circumstance which sent a man to jail 
for contempt of the Senate who had conimitted grave 
crimes for which he had gone scatheless.

The American people have, we believe, ceased to 
get any satisfaction out of the spectacle of Harry 
Sinclair in a “common jail.” There will be no re- 
joicing at the man’s further humiliation and disgrace. 
But there were occasion for public alarm and mis- 
giving had it been possible for a citizen by reason 
of his wealth to flout the courts and undermine 
justice and escape unpunished. That would have 
verified the cynical aphorism that “you can't convict 
$100,000,000.” It would have been a sinister con- 
firmation of the suspicion, sometimes! irritably 
voiced, that, given money enough, justice is helpless. 
Harry Sinclair exemplifies the truth that equality 
before the law is still a grim reality. His career 
required just such a demonstration. 
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PRESIDENT GIL’S ORDER. 
President Gil’s order that all Mexican prelates be 
permitted to re-enter the country is construed to 
mean that a settlement of the dispute between church 
and state is at hand. 
That may be a fair inference, but we prefer to 
await more authoritative confirmation of a settle- 
ment. The negotiations between the Mexican Gov- 
ernment and Archbishop have been conducted with 
great secrecy, and it would be rash to anticipate 
their result.

Loyal Americanism was the keynote of Leo Ras- 
sieur’s life. As a youth of 17 he refused to listen to 
a plan of his elders, that the strong St. Louis German 
community should be “neutral” as between the Union 
and the Confederacy. He spoke for the Union, and, 
with many of the German-born, he fought four years 
in its cause. Winston Churchill, seeking characters 
for his Civil War novel, found young Rassieur the 
most inspiring type of loyalty among the German- 
born, and he appears in “The Crisis” as Carl Richter. 
The Richter of the book was killed in action; the 
original lived to face another crisis, making peculiar 
demands on those of his birth and blood. His speech 
at the Coliseum April 5, 1917, on the eve of the dec- 
laration of war by Congress, will be long remem- 
bered. Reminding his hearers that he was born in 
Prussia, he declared that the German military autoc- 
racy had forced war upon the United States, and he 
urged vigorous prosecution of the war and full co- 
operation with “our sister republics and their al- 
lies.”

On the Nature of Peace 


Peace is an orderly quality which must be created; it is not to be achieved through 
the emotions, but by rising to the.calmer spheres of wisdom and by calling forth 
the powers of understanding, construction and insight which preside over the 


greater works of man.

E have to face the fact that the last 
W war was fought by Christian peoples 

after 20 centuries of Christianity. 
There are two ways of dealing with this 
appalling fact. The first is the flippant 
way. “Let us give Christianity a chance. 
We have not tried it yet.” A witty saying 
but little -more. Christianity has been 
tried. The Christian leaders of our Chris- 
tian peoples are not charlatans. The im- 
mense majority of the Western peoples 
are sincere, though, to be sure, mediocre, 
Christians. What we have to face is the 
survival of thoroughly unChristian tenden- 
cies within the Christian. It was to these 
most unChristian tendencies within them 
that the Christian leaders and their flocks 
gave way When the hour of trial came 
Christianity broke down in 1914. 

But why did it break down? Because no 
man is a Christian through and through. 
We have just been tooking into the mat- 
ter. We know that every one of us car- 
ries the explosives of stif-loving patriot- 
‘$m close to the holy water of his Chris- 
tianity. Those French ex-combatants who 
silenced the Christian Hymn of Peace by 
shouting that they wanted to shed the 
impure blood of their enemies knew only 
too well that the “impure blood” stanza 
of the “Marselllaise’’ is sheer nonsense: yet 
they sang it with enthusiasm the moment 
their own blood was made impure by the 
mud of animal passions. 

What is to be done? “Let us rub off 
those nasty words and sing the tune with 
new words of peace,” says the pacifist 
schoolmistress. Let us do nothing of the 
kind. It is not by singing about peace 
that we are going to get it. For peace is 
no more natural to men than wisdom or 
the theories of Einstein. 

Now | am in for it. Lord Cecil said as 
much- -probably less—and yet he was up- 
braided by a learned anthropologist who 
claimed that everything in man’s con- 
stitution and history showed him to be 
sweet-natured and reasonable. I would 
ask anthropologists and others to bear in 
mind the French dictum: Cet animal n’est 
pas mechant.

When attacked, he defends himself. But 
mark this point.

It 
takes no patience, no intelligence, no pur- 
But peace is an- 
other matter. 

Peace is Order. It must be created. It 
must be conceived. It must then pass 
from the mind that conceives it to the 
world. that awaits in chaos the forms of 
order which only God and man can create. 
And that is why peace dwells in a sphere 
removed from the emotions—good or bad. 
The schoolmistiess ot Choisy te Roi meant 
well, but she revealed the militant (a sig- 
nificant word) character of her pacifism 
by selecting the tune of the “Marseillaise” 
for her Hymn of Peace, and by appealing 
to the emotions of brotherhood. Comment- 
ing on “the golden heaven of brotherhood’”’ 
which she made shine before the fascinated 
eyes of her school children, a Paris news- 
paper jeered that such a vision was an ideal 
less fitted for Geneva than for the “poly- 
racial and gold-saturated United States of 
America.” Such is the brotherly reaction 
which one is .pt to provoke from brother- 
hood “That men are brothers no one can 
doubt.” said a wit. “See how they treat 
each other.” No. It is not through our 
emotions that we are likely to build and 
maintain peace among men. On the ¢on- 
trary, it is by rising to the calmer spheres 
of wisdom, by calling forth in us the pow- 
ers of understanding. construction. and in- 
sight which preside over the greater works 
of man—art. science, and philosophy.

WEANED AT NINE MONTHS 


HE perfect baby is weaned by | 
Tex time he is 9 months old. | 
The tradition of motherhood 
is beautiful but arduous. Senti- 
ment imposes almost impossible 
lasks and restrictions on the wom- 
an with a young baby. She 
“doesn’t dare” to leave the baby 
alone a minute. She must sew 
every stitch of his clothing—pre- 
ferably by hand. She must do all 
the baby’s washing herself because 
she “can't trust any one else to do | 
it properly.” And she is threat- 
ened with all sorts of possible con- 
Sequences in the life and health of 
the baby if she doesn’t nurse him 
as long as she is able. 


&o motherhood becomes an end- | 
less imposition which most moth- 
ers grow to resent. Secretly they 
hola their servitude as a grudge | 
against their child. Consequently, 
they want to exact payments from | 
him later on. The children's an- 
SWer might be : “We didn't ask to | 
be born.” In this bare statement 
lies the basis of most unhappi- 
Resses between mother and child. 

It is far better to make the job 
of being a mother as pleasant as 
Possible. It makes being a mother 
more. enjoyable.
